High School Dramatists Win Audience ^ith Comedy- Satire. 


Long Live Hieroes Of Gridircjn, Diamond and Court; 
All Right, But Wliat About Hard-Working Band 


Blazed on the pages of every 
college paper are the fetes of 
herqes of the gridiron, the hard- 
wood, tl\C diamond, the court, the 
track; and where facilities are 
available, mat and wate r events 
receive enthusiastic recognition^ 
Sports writers , like to dwell on 
the severe training athletes sub- 
mit to. . Rightly so; they deserve 
all the favorable comments they 
receive. But they , are not the 
only ones. 

How many hours does not it 
musician have to practice before 
he is skilled enough to join even, 
an amateur college band or or- 
chestra.^ And after — he— has — beert.- 
accepted, how many more hours, 
of practice precede his every ap- 
pearance. In Chicago last summer, 
every night there was a free, 
open-air concert in Grant Park. 
Professionals played in the bands 
and orchestras that entertained) 
audiences of thousands in number!

who came in any kind of weather 
to hear them. One of these pro- 
fessionals, the internationally 
known Rubenoff, preceding his 
engagement, was in the city five 
days in advance, practicing for 
hours each day with the orchestra 


before he, ventured out into the 
band shell before the public. 

. So, too, in St. Joseph’s, even 
as the athletes practice regularly 
and systematically; even as be- 
fore a play, the cast devotes 
weeks of preparation, ' studying 
and reciting their cues hours on 
end; so the choir, .the glee club, 
the band, the orchestra train daily 
privately, and several tidies each 
week from early fall gather for 
rehearsals. Not for a few. weeks; 
not for the single season in 
which a particular sport is popu- 
lar. Musicians’ practice all the 
year round. 

— Strange -isn’t it, then, that, apart 
from one or two major appear- 
ances, the musicians play second 
fiddle at other events? Take, for 
example, a basketball game. Be- 
fore the squad has demonstrated 
■its skill against an opposing team, 
the hardly noticed uniformed band 
members are stimulating those 
Cardinal braves with potions of 
victory-inspiring impulses. Like 
the cheers that emanate from the 
grandstand, the horns promote 
an emotional impetus in those 
critical moments while the white 
light is winking to the victors. 
When it’s all over, again the bass 
drum booms as the band, broad- 


casting the spirit of the college 
(win or lose), reverbrates with 
the Banner Song. 

Visualize, if you will, a foot- 
ball game without a band. It 
would be a piece of unbuttered 
bread. How the radio announcers 
thrill those millions who are too 
unfortunate to attend a game! 
“The Notre Dame Band is march- 
ing out onto the field!” “They are 
in formation!'” “A mammoth, hu- 
man ‘N’ — ‘D’ — folks, it’s a spec- 
tacle that I wish you could be 
here to see!” 

St-. Joseph’^ has musicians of 
which it is justly proud. If the 
band and the orchestra sometimes 
do not seem !ta.. receive the at- 
tention and applause that they 
deserve, it ia p recisely because 
their numbers appear as preludes 
and interludes. They are, how- 
ever, none-the-less appreciated. 
This writer is only one who, when 
thS going has been critically hard, 
has been b u °y e d U P by such a 
classic as “Poet and Peasant" 
played by the orchestra, and who 
as a consequence ; has left the 
auditorium refreshed in spirit and 
strengthened in will to „ tackle 
any problem no matter what the 
odds. 


Before a large audience of fa- 
culty, students, and visitors from 
Rensselaer and the neighborhood, 
the Newman Club’s first dra- 
matic presentation of the year, 
“Youth Comes Tripping,” a three- 
act comedy satire by Nat Foster 
Holmes, made a decided hit in 
Alumni Hall on January 20. The 
drama, basically a story of in- 
trigue, with a light vein of social 
satire directed against the fallacy 
that the very wildest whims of 
youth should be approved, and 
with multiplied innuendoes and 
racy repartee, has sufficient ac- 
tion to make its staging by ama- 
teurs readily successful. The high 
school seniors, responding well to 
Father Koch’s direction, inter- 
preted the play and acted then- 
parts in a way deserving of con- 
gratulation. 

Albert Reyman, as Doctor Ben- 
jamin Skinner, played the leading 
role admirably. He was a jolly 
critter; in fact, as Miss Paget, 
smart girl from the city, thought, 
he had too much mileage for such 
an old codger, when he danced all 
over her “puppies” at the recep- 
tion for Bobby Dunn. Albert’s way 
of telling the tall stories of his 
experiences in Timbuktu made 
Baron Muenchausen look pale. 

Perhaps equally well did Stan- 
ley Boul interpret the contrasting 
amiable and -domineering qualities 
of Elizabeth, the doctor’s genial 
wife. The other two- boys who 
impersonated feminine characters 
were, somewhat conscious of their 
task, it may be, but neither of 
them was disappointing. Jean La- 
Grange’s voice, suggestive of a 
celebrated Hollywood cinema flap- 
per, caused much merriment. 
These three, and all others who 
by dint of circumstances are com- 
pelled to attempt what is almost 
the impossible, deserve much ' .cre- 
dit fqr the supreme effort that 
ifllayi i - inalm.

Introducing Reader’s Digest in- 
to Freshman Public Speaking 
classes, the Rev. Robert Koch, 
instructor, is now utilizing this 
appropriate text for student read- 
ings and class discussions. The 
magazine, with its choice ex- 
cerpts selected from well-known 
periodicals, furnishes students 
with timely subjects that can be 
easily criticized. 

Upon reading a selection from 
the Reader’s Digest, the student 
is criticized by the class and in- 
structor in reference to his appli- 
cation of public speaking prin- 
ciples. .Then follows a discussion 
on the contents of the article it- 
self. Thus, not only does the 
•individual benefit, but thp entire 
class finds opportunity ‘ to ex- 
press their views on the subject. 

Students found the up-to-the- 
minute debate, “Abolishment of 
Inter-Collegiate Football,” a real 
demonstration of the worth of 
this supplementary text. After the 
pros and cons were read, there 
was a heated informal debate 
which the cons finally won. Other 
articles, including “Scribner’s

of the meaning of words' when 
modified, have recently been dis- 
cussed. I 

As this progresses the fresh- 
man orators will look forward 
with greater interest to public 
speaking classes, due in large 
part to this innovation, which, as 
Father Koch explains, “Has been 
incorporated by many other col- 
leges into the public speaking 
curriculum.”

IN FAST GAME 


High School Cagers Down 
St. Mary’s. M. City, 

In Preliminary 

In one of the most exciting, 
yvdnly-matched games ever seen 
in the St. Joe gym, the Cardinals 
gained ascendency over the Ravens 
rf Anderson on Tuesday evening, 
January 18, by the slimest mar- 
gin possible.

In the very first minutes of 
day, Frost, sharp-shooting for- 
ward on the opposition, shot a 
long field goal, gaining the two- 
poipt lead, which the Cards found 
very difficult to overcome.
